Firft,  to  perfwade  King 
William  to  quit  the  Crown  for  fear  of  lofing  it ;  And  then 
prevail  with  the  People  to  believe,  that  two  other  Kings 
whom  I  will  not  name,  will  for  this  once  put  ofF  their 
Natures,,  and  out  of  a  particular  Refpedt  and  Kindnefito 
the  Englijh  Church  and  Nation  quit  all  thoughts  of  intro- 
ducing Popery  and  Arhitrary  power  httQ  in  England,

Confederate  and  French  ARMIES^ 

On  the  ci^th  oijuly^  1695. 


TH  E  Convenience  of  Forragc  furnifhing  the  French  Army  with  aft 
opportunity  to  fubfifl:  longer  at  their  Camp  at  Hclteflttim^  and  the 
fcarcity  they  forefaw  would  happen  in  the  Army  of  the  Confer 
derates,  in  cafe  they  made  a  longer  ftay  in  the  place  where  thej 
were  encamped,  viz..  Parky  near  Louvaw^  being  in  all  probability  likely  to 
incommode  fo  great  a  Multitude,  the  King  c^iSr eat  Britaif7  andthcEkdter 
of  Bavftria  rcfolved  to  make  a  confide  able  Detachment  of  Horfe  and  Fo<^ 
under  the  Duke  of  WirtembHrgh  towards  French  Flanders ^  to  break  the  Lines, 
by  which  the  Enemy  ever  fince  the  beginning  of  this  War  have  covered  their 
Country,  and  taking  away  the  means  of  forcing  them  to  a  Contributioiif 
hoping  by  this  Diverfion  either  to  pat  their  Ddign  in  execution,  or  elfe  td 
jopen  a  Palfage  which  the  Enemy  had  hitlierto  blocked  up,  and  they  obtain^ 
ed  fome  days  after.  We  were  now  informed^  that  the  Marefchal  ^  Lux^ 
<«i«rj^  marched  with  all  imaginable  fpeedto  Ihew  themfelvcs  before //«)^ 
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a  City  in  the  Bifhoprick  of  L^fg-e,  (caicd  onthc  Meufe^  betwixt  Z/e^e  on  the 
otte^  fide  and  Namnr  on  the  other.  The  next  day  the  Confederate  Army- 
iriarched  in  purfuit  of  the  Enemy,  rather  defigning  to  through  lo  Battalions 
which  have  been  drawn  from  thence  to  fill  up  the  Detachment  of  the  Duke 
of  Wirtemhurgh^  than  to  fuccour  the  City^of /:/«y,  becaufe  they  were  fa- 
tisfied  they  had  not  time  to  do  it,  and  that  the  Ground  the  Enemy  had 
pofted  themfelves  in  wo^ild  not  permit  it  ^  whereupon  the  Arm/  marched 
and  encamped  with  its^  ri^ht  at  Jlo,  and  its  left  at  Opfmeiigucn :  Here 
Advice  camej-ihat  we  had  capitulated  after  a  few  Cantion-Balts  and  Bombs 
had  played  againll  the  Town,  and  that  the  Marefchal  d*  LhA^emhurgh  had 
marched  towards  Liege^  as  in  truth  he  did,  advancing  with  his  right  with- 
in a  League  and  half  of  that  City ,  whjch-.  obliged  the  Confederates  to 
lend  back  the  lo  Battalions  to  Liege^  which' they  had  drawn  out  of  that  Gar- 
rifoi,  and  three  more  tp  Mafincht^  and  to  inarch  with  all  their  Army  to 
their  Camp  at  Neehefpm  and  Wangheiniy  the  little  River  of  Ghsetc  being  under 
hack,  within  feven  Leagues  of  the  Enemy's  Camp,  to  prevent  them  from 
gaining  their  march  before  us,  and  poftiag  themfctves  betwiit  \5r//jf7t/j  and 
lis,  which  was  their  chief  Defign  all  this  Campaign.  Althotigh  fome  were 
of  advice  to  pafs  the  River  and  poll  our-  felves  behind  Tiitemom^  yet  the  - 
Xroops  being  fatigued,  and  the  Enemy  having  not  ftirr'd  all  that  day,  it 
V^as  i^folved  to  m^ke  a  halt  in.the  fame  place. 

'^  On  the  28th  of  this  Month ,  beifig  neverthelefs  in  readinefs  to  con- 
tinue our  march,  when  the  Frei  ch  Army  fliould  advance  ,  which  the  IMa- 
lefchal  d'  Luxcmhurgh  did  with  fo  much  Secrecy  and  Dilgence ,  tk^t  ha-^ 
viiig.  marched  from  Ten  of  the  Clock  the  Night  before,  the  firll  Advice 
we  had  of  them  in  the  Camp  of  the  Confederates ,  was  to  fee  and  appear 
the  next  Day  about  Three  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  on  the  29th,  up- 
on the  Hdls  of  Raidfhovef?^  on  the  fide  of  Lanfirmy.^  aow  called  Lan- 
den. 

it.'His  Majefty  oi-Grtat  Britain^  and. his  Eledoral  Highnefs,  immediately 
iHounted  on  Horfeback,  being  followed  by  all  the  Generals,  and  gave  Or- 
ders for  the  Soldiers  to  get  their  Arms  ready.  Being  nowTatisfied,  that  the 
Enemy  came  with  a  refolution  to  cUack  us,  and  that  for  this  purpofe  they 
pofieffed  themfelves  of  the  Vilhgc' of, Overwind  ^  it  was  refolved  to  move 
before  them  with  the,  Body  of  the.  Army  and  part  of  the  Right-wing,  to 
poflefs  the  nfiag  Ground  buwccn  •  Namiriden  and  jiear  La7iden\^  and  with 
•their  Foot  to  feiz?  the  Villages  of  Neerwmdcn  znd,  Laer^  which,  was.  before 
^ur  Right-wing.  This  was  put  in  execution  by  his  Ele(floral  Highnefs  in 
perfon,  with  fix  Battalions  of  BrandenhHrghevs,  that  were  in  the  5p^«i/?;. Pay  ; 
ftve  Engb^^y  and  iiyi  oi Hunncmr,  This  took  up  all  the  Evening,  and  at  break 
•ilf.ltie.  d^y  we.foimcl  the  En^jmy,  put  themfelves  in  readinefs  to  fall  upon 
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us-,   Orders  were  thcrefoi-e  given,  to  make  a  Retrencliment  and  to 
raife  a  Breaftwork  in  a  right  Line  befc^^e  the  Body  of  the  Army,  put- 
ting all  the  Infantry  behind  upon  two  Lines,  that  fo  they  might  fup- 
porc  one  another  upon  occafion  ^    five  Batteries  of  greater  Artillei7 
were  raifed ,  that  commaiaded  and  flanked  all  the  Ground,  by  which 
the  Enemy  were  to  make  their  Approaches^  the  left  Wing  was  cover- 
ed withahoUow  Way,  almoft  inaccea'able,  and  like  wile  with  other  ad- 
vantages that  ftill  were  affured  them  againll  any  Attack.  ^  All  this  did  not 
hinder  us  from  reinforcing  them  with  fbme  new  Recruits  of  Foct  \^  and 
befides  this,  all  Precautions  were  taken  wh  ch  they  thought  convenient-, 
Orders  were  given  to  pafs  the  River  with  all  the  Baggage,  and  to  march 
iovDye^^  which  was  accordingly  performed.     Powder  and  Ball  w^ere 
now  diftributed,  and  everyone  was  commanded  toj^reparethemielves 
for  the  fight  y -the  King  of  Great  Britain^  as  Gcneraliffimo  over  them  all, 
and  his  EleAoral  Highnefs  afterwards  commanded  the  whole  right  Wing, 
where  the  Marquef^  ci^  BedniarM^rdd\2\  d'  CampG-eneral  of  Sfain^  gave 
Orders  to  all  the  Troops  of  that  Wing,  except  a  Party  of  tkofe  of  Hanno- 
ver, which  the  Prince  Eledor  of  Brumfwick  commanded  ^  as  this  Prince 
himfelf  was  commanded  by  his  Eleftoral  Highnefs.    In  the  right  Wing, 
on  the  firll  Line,  where  the  Spanilh  Troops  were  placed,  was  the  Lieute- 
nant General  of  the  Cavalry  of  Ph)  ^  after  him  foil  Dwed  the  Count  d'  /r- 
r^,  Lieutenant-General,  who  commanded  the  Bavarian  Cui  iaciers  ^  then 
the  B^xond'  Heyden^  Commandant  of  the  Troops  of  ^r^^^t^^^r^^:^  next, 
at  the  Head  of  the  Troops  ofHannoaer^  was  the  Eleaoral  Prince  of  Bmnf- 
wUk)  with  General  Q^?/cer  ^  and  the  Infantry- was  now  advanced  as  far 
•^s  the  Villages  above  meRticned. 

Prince  Charles  oiBrandenhurgh^  Brother  to  his  Ekdoral  Highnefs  of  tlist 
name,  commanded,  as  General,  fix  Brandenhnygh  Battalians  •,  Brigadier 
Ramfey^  five  £??^i/Jj ;,  and  Lciutenant  General  Dttmont^  hx' of htannoner  ^  the 
Count  d^  jB^O'i/^j',commanded  the  Spanijh  Squadrons  in  the  fecond  Linc,and 
the  Count  5qye  thofe  oi  BrandenbHrgh  in  the  fame  Line,. The  Riglin>wing  of 
,  the  Infantry  in  the  Body  of  the  Army  was  commanded  by  Count  Solmcy^thQ 
Left  of  the  fame  Infantry  by  Prince  N^ffan  oifrizxland  ^  but  the  Ca\ah:y 
of  the  main  Body  was  commanded  by  PririceTV^j^^^-r^^ri^rook  in  Subordina- 
tion^ his  Eledoral  Highnefs  had  with  him  Don  Francifco  d^  CafliHo^  General 
of  the  Artillery,  the  {yi\\iQ  oi  Holjhuie^  the  Marqucfscf  "L'/c^j,  the  Prince 
d''  Barbenfon^  andall  the  Lords  of  the  Court  ^  and  tlic  Marquefs  d^ 
iedmare  had  with  him  the  Count  d'Thian  and  Don  Francifco  Mamiquez., 

Thus  the  night  pafTed  in  making  thefe  Preparations,,  Vv'idiout  any  o« 
ther  Aftion,  but  aU  were,  at  their  Arms  ^   and  his  Eledoral  Highnefs 
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Counting  on  Hoi  fe-bacli  at  break  of  the  day  to  vlilt  the  advanced  Villa- 
ges, found  that  the  infantry  that  were  polbed  there  were  not  fufficieat 
to  maintain  them^nor  to  hinder  the  Enemy  from  finding  means  to  pierce 
into  our  Campi   and  as  foon  a>  it  was  day  it  plainly  appea  ed  by  th« 
Enemy's  Motion  ,  that  their  defign  was  to  attack  our  Front  ati  together. 
While  thefe  things  were  doing,    the  King  of  England  arrived  at  the 
Right-wing,  asking  for  his  Eledual  Highnefs»  to  conferr  and  deliberate 
about  their  lafl:  Refolutiens.    The  Cannon  now  began  to  play  from  the 
Batteries  that  were  planted  in  the  main  Body  upon  the  Enemy's  Horfe, 
which  now  poured  down  .from  the  neighbouring  Hills  into  the  Plain : 
and  his  Majeily  being  told,  that  it  was  necellary  to  poft  a  greater  Body 
of  Foot  into  this  place*,  he  gave  Orders  for  two  more  Battalions  and 
four  Squadrons  of  Dragoons  of  HaanoHer,  which  fcrvcd  pritty  well  to 
Hop  fonie  empty  places,  altho'  the  conclufion  fhewed  they   were  not 
fufticient  with  fuch  Unequal  Numbers  tooppofethe  Mighty  Multitudes 
of  the  Enemy,     fn  this  poikire  we  expeded  the  Frenchy  ihewing  a  great#» 
deal  of  Satisfadlion  and  more  Joy  then  had  been  ever  feenin  the  Armv, 
which  was  then  fo  much  the  more  furprizing  in  ours,  fince  it  was  Inferior 
to  tliat  of  the  Enemies  in  more  then  30  or  35000  Men  •,  however,  this 
Eneq'^ality  was  in  fom?*  manner  repaired  by  that  Prefence  of  Mind,  that 
Adlivity  and  Diligence  which  our  two  Generals  fhewed  every-where. 
-About  five  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning  feveral  other  Batteries  were 
ordered  to  play  :  and  we  faw  the  Enemy  approach,,  taking  their  princi- 
pal Forces  a>  far  as  the  Right-wing  to  cncompafs,  as  a  Serpent  woujd 
do  with  his  Tayl,  our  Left-wing  up  to  their  Retrenchments  made  before 
our  main  Body  :    but  a  little  after  we  were  made  fcnfible  to  attack  us 
every-where  all  at  a  time,  advancing  with  their  Left  to  poflefs  themfelves 
of  two  fmall  Villages  where  our  Troops  were  pofbed ;  which  his  Elefto- 
ral  Hl^^hnefs  obferving,  he  ,pufhed  forward,  with  the  Generals  that  fol- 
lowed him,  to  encourage  with  his  Prefence  the  foot  that  defended  them; 
and  this  afFccled  for  fo.ne  time  fuccefsfully^expofing  him  in  all  places  not 
-as  a  General,  but  as  the  mod  incollnderablc  Officer.     The  King  of  Gren 
Mntairi  {htwQd  himfclf  Indefatigable  on  all  occaftons,  leading  up  feveral 
Battalions  himfelf  to  charge,  after  having  fhared  the  Command  with 
the.cther  Generals.     In  the  mean  time  the  Enemy's  Forces  were  fo  fupe- 
rior  to  ours  in  Number,  tiiat  two  of  our  Battalions  were  obliged  to  give 
way,  aad  as  it  were  at  the  fame  time  the  others  that  where  placed  at  the 
Left :  during  thefe  Adions  on  both  fides,  the  Enemy's  foot  gained  a  Ppft 
on  the  Right,  where  his  Elccloval  Highnefs  was,  by  favour  of  which 
fomc  Squadrons  found  an  opportunity  to  advance  into  the  Plain  j   and 
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tihus  broke  the  firft  and  fccolid  Line  of  the  Horfe,  piercing  as  far  as  a 
RiTerthatwgs^nthebackof  out  Army,  which  the  Marqnei?^'*  i?f^«»^r 
obferving,  heleat  them  back  to  the  Poft  they  had  gained  npon  the  foot, 
where  very  few  of  them  efcaj^d,  being  cut  in  peices  upon  the  fpot :  and 
at  cherfeme  time  his  Eledoral  Highnefs  on  one  fide,  with  his  fword  in  his 
kand,  andtheMarquefs^-&tf</w4r  onthc  other,  raHyedthefeBattaHon^ 
that,  had  given  way,  and  led  them  to  the  Poft  which  they  had  loft,  and 
tu)w  retook  with  a  mighty  (laughter  of  the  Enemy,  and  likewife  cftablilh,^ 
ed  two  Liaesof  Cavalry  in  fuch  manner  asif  thy  had  not  fought  at  all 
-  While  thes  pafled,  thofe  whoon  the  right  had  the  managementof  a 
Battery  of  fix  Pieces,  abandoned  it  without  orders,  fo  that  the  Generals 
sit  their  return  found  themfelves  without  Artillery,  which  caufed  agreaK 
ConfoiioD 

The  Main  Body  was  perpetually  attackt,  and  there  was  great  firing 
on  boih  fides,  on  the  left  wing  with  a  Vigour  and  Refolution  that  can 
hardly  be  equalled  ;  this  hindred  not  the  Enemy  from  reinforcing  their 
l^  with  Horfe  and  Foot,  and  attacking  the  poft  of  the  right  wing  of 
the  Confederates afrelh,  wbofe forces  were  much  diminifhedv  and   ha- 
ving no  other  Foot  to  relieve  and  fupport  them,  this  gave  the  Enemy  an 
occafioo  to  pierce  unto  our  Camp^  and  putting  themfelves  in  a  podureto  ^ 
attack  our  Horfe  the  fecond  time,  the  Count  J*  Arte  General  of  the  Bo'* 
fMri43ii  charged  ihem  with  bravery  and  fuccefs,  that  he  drove  them  back  . 
totheirCamp  with  theiamefory  that  the  Enemy  had  made  appear  when  i 
they  fell  upon  him. 

At  the  fame  time  his  Eleftoral^  Highnefs  returned  with  the  Generals  ^ 
that  followed  him  with  adedgn  to  reinforce  the  Foot,  and  to   retake  : 
this  poft  the  third  time.    The  enenfly  retted  fome  time  without  doings 
any  thi^g,   either  rendred  wife  by  what  had  already   happened  to 
them,  or  elfe  expefting  new  recruits  which  foon  after  appeared  \  then 
tnrning  a  little  upon  the  right  they  threw  themfelves  upon  two  Battalions 
^tHdnnohtTy  who  not  being  able  to  make  a  longer  cppofit?cn,  retired  af*  - 
terthey  had  made  a  great  daughter,  and  difcovering'the  Fkr  kof  the  N'alp 
Body,  the  Enemy  began  forioufly.to  fall  upon  the  £;?^//j1i  Battalions ^r 
the  French  having  pc^ed  thefi  new  forces  on  their  left,  they  itretched  : 
tbenlelves  as  far  as  the  place  where  his  Ek(5torai  Highnefs  was  with  ^ 
a  Battalion  of  the  Blew  Guards,  of  his  Brittamiick  M  jefty^s;  who  obfer- 
Ting  the  pofture  and  numbers  of  the  Enemy,  and  forefeeing  ibemiC'^ 
chia  that  might  happen,  he  fent  the  Marquefe  d!*  Bedmaric^jih^fpft  tl^^jcn 
ia  the  Flank,  whilft  the  Elector  attacked  them  oo  the  Front  v  then  r  he  . 
Ofiicenof  the  Blew  Battalions  and  two  others  fe&t  word  to  his  EleAo- 
^Highnefs,  that  they  had  no  more  Aminankion  left,  after  they  had 
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&ught  for  tlK  fpace  of  fix  hours  entire,  and  vyhilethey  went  to  bring 
up  the  right  wing  of  the  Infantry,  belonging  to  the  Main  Body,  begafia 
to  retire,  not  being  able  any  longer  to  endure  the  great  Fir ilig  chat  was 
made  upon  them,  both  ih  the  Front  and  in  the  Flank.*  the  Enemy  find- 
ing a  free  paflage.  open  by  the  favour  of  the  Foot,  came  with  the  grbfs 
body  of  their  Horfe  and  attacked  the  Hannouer  Cavalry,  whicb  they 
"broke,  and  extending  themfcl  ves  from  the  Village  as  far  as  the  River,  that 
was  behind  u%  immediately  formed:a  Line^and  feparated  our  right  Wing 
of  the  Main  Body  \  which  hisEIe(n:oral  Highnefs  feeing,  as  alfo  that  the 
left  Wing  had  begun  to  withdraw,  and  that  the  Main  Body  wasdoing 
the  fame,  as  he  foHowed  it,  he  ordered  his  Guriafeers  to  make  a  Counter- 
march, becaufe  they  ftood  theneareft  to  make  head  againft  the  Enemy^ 
and  calling  all  theGenerals  together  tijat  were  not  far  from  him,  he  told 
Ihem,  they  faw  in  what  a  condition  things  were,  that  if  it  was  neceflary 
to  Sacrifice  therafcl ves,  and  throw  away  their  own  lives,  he  would  be  the 
"firft  ^  to  which  they  anfwered,  that  there  was  no  other  way  to  take,  but  to 
retire  in  the  beft  order  they  could  ^  he  told  them,  hefufficieatlyfawthe 
neceflity  of  it,  but  could  not  without  great  difficulty  fubmit  to  fuch  a  cruel 
tefolution  ,  ail  of  them  reprefented  to  him  how  fmall  a  time  he  had  to 
-put  this  in  execution  and  put  themfelves  in  readinefs  to  pafs  the  Bridge^ 
^which  could  not  be  done  eafily,  the  Enemy  being  already  mingled  with 
"our  Men  who  had  gained  theotherfide  of  this  fmall  River-,  and  herein 
-was  that  we  loftfome  Offices  and  Souldiers-,  his  Royal  Highnefs  placing 
himfelf  on  the  otherfide,  and  rallied  all  the  Cavalry  and  Infantry  that 
had  paired  the  River  and  the  Bridge,  ftill  fupporting  thofe  that  wefe 
'ready  to  pafs  it,  and  here  he  taried  tifl  fuch  time  as  the  Rear  Guard  was 
'<>n  the  fame  fide  rfee  River  with  him,  tten  flowly  retiring  to  r/7/<pw<7«^  be 
there  found  his  iff  WMwmVt  Ma  jefty  who  was  newly  arrived*,  and  whohM 
retired  from  the  Field  of  Battle  at  the  fame  time  by  another  Bridge,  la 
this  place  they  ftay'dtill  nightdrew  on,  gathering-all  the  difperft  re- 
*iiiaiifdersof  the  Battle,  and  after  that  marched  to  the  neighbourhood  of 
^tovain-^  the  Cavalry  ofthe  left  wing,  and  the  Infantry  of  the  Main  Body, 
retired  towards  Leewe^  and  from  thence  to  Dj'f/?,  from  which  laft  place 
they  are  expeded,  and  thence  we  fhall  fee  that  the  lofs  we  fuftain  was  ind- 
efinitely lefs  then  we  imagined  was  at  firft.  His  Byittannick,M2^]Q^)i  is  re-
